This project includes relocation of existing water lines and reclaimed water lines in conflict with TXDOT roadway
improvements at Old Manor Road and Tannehill Bridge.

This project will relocate 300 linear feet of 24" water pipe, 300 linear feet of factory restrained 12" ductile iron water
pipe, 78 linear feet of 8” factory restrained ductile iron water pipe, and 5 linear feet of 6” factory restrained ductile
iron water pipe via jacking and boring, The project also includes 6, 87, and 12" gate valves, fire hydrants, ductile iron
fittings, and trench excavation safety protective systems. Construction dates are dependent upon the TXDOT letting
schedule. Work is currently scheduled to begin in August 2011.

Due to the potential for unknown subsurface conditions and utility conflicts when working in TXDOT right of way, a
15% contingency has been included to allow for the expeditious processing of any change orders.
